The sighting of March 1, 1964 has tentatively 
been analyzed as a misinterpretation of a conven- 
tional object. The duration of one hour 41 minutes 
contains several sightings of multiple objects. 

No time motion sequence can be interpreted from the 
data presented. Some cnaracteristics of balloons, 
aireraft and astronomical bodies are present. 


With respect to the sighting of June 5, 1964, 
1t 18 possible that three or the four odjects ovserved 
vere meteors; nowever, the fourth ooject was not 
deseridved in sufficient detail to enable analysis.
